Mayor  Alioto  made   congratulatory  remarks   and  reviewed  in  glowing 
terms   the   contribution  of  President  Zellerbach   to   the  cultural 
life  of  the  City.

Director  Snipper  noted  that   the  party  given  for  President  Zellerbach 
had  been  a   tremendous  success. 

The  Urban  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will   discuss 
the  matter  of  transferring  to   the  Art  Commission  maintenance  and 
preservation, and   the  cataloging  of  works  of  art   that  belong  to   the 
City    (outside  of  museums   and  parks)    at  their  meeting  on  February   25 
at   2pm.         (N.B.      This  meeting  subsequently  cancelled  -  notice  will 
be  sent   to  all   Commissioners  when  new  meeting  is  scheduled. ) 

Director  Snipper  reported  on  steps  being  taken   to  relocate   the 
fountain  by  Antonio  Sotomayor  on   Treasure  Island    (from  the  1939 
World's  Fair).      San  Francisco  Zoological   Society  has  evidenced 
interest  as  has   the  City  of  Oakland.      Mr.    Sotomayor  stated  that  it 
was  originally  intended  for  the  San  Francisco  Airport  and  a   communi- 
cation from  Mr.   Dwyer,   Director  of  Airports ,   has  evidenced  interest 
in  obtaining  the  work  and  negotiations  are  pending. 
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Maestro  Fiedler  has   expressed  the  desire  and  intent   to  conduct 
all  nine   "Pops"   concerts  in  July  1974  and  we  are  going  ahead  on 
that  basis.      However,   another  conductor  will  be  considered  as  a 
"back  stop". 

Director  Snipper  presented  the  proposed  budget  for   the  1974  con- 
certs   totalling  $206,950.00.

HEARING   COMMITTEE

awaiting  recommendations   from   the  Real   Estate  Department. 
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President   Zellerbach  suggested   that  when   the  committee  goes  before 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  with   their  recommendations,   it  should  have 
a  budget  prepared  which  includes  maintenance  and  staffing  of  the 
buildings. 

Commissioner  Mayes   noted   that  based  on   the  ruling  from  the  Controller, 
we  cannot  enter  into  negotiations  for  the  use  of  Fort  Mason. 

Steve  Goldstine  reported  that  he  had   talked  with   Treasury  officials 
while  in  Washington  who  had  informed  him   that   the  interpretation 
by   the  City  Controller  was  incorrect.      A   communication  would  be 
arriving  shortly  with   their  interpretation  of  the   use  of  Revenue 
Sharing  Money. 


NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS   PROGRAM 

Director  Steve  Goldstine  reported  on  his    trip  to  Washington  where 
he  had  met  with  National   Endowment  for  the  Art  and  the  Treasury 
officials.      A   total   of  $80,000  is   due  before   the  end  of  the  year 
from  the  National   Endowment    (matching  funds   from  the   Zellerbach 
Family  Fund  and   the  San  Francisco  Foundation)    —  although  N.E.A. 
appears   to  have  a  qualified  staff  they  are  not  very  well   organized 
and  this  explains   the  delay  in   the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  re- 
ceiving its   funds. 

The  N.A.P.    held  a   two  day  conference   —  this  was  an  attempt   to 
improve  communications  within   the  program.

He  reported   that  an  application  has  been  submitted  to   the  National 
Endowment  for   the  Arts  in   the  amount  of  $50,000  which  is   the  maximum 
that   can  be  requested.

Commissioner  Taliaferro  noted  that  a  new  Federal   building  complex  was 
to  be  started  shortly  in  San  Francisco  at  a  cost  of  $109  million.    He 
suggested   the  Civic  Design  Committee  investigate   the  possibility  of 
reviewing  plans  of  this  building  before  it  is  started.

President  Zellerbach,   having  a  prior  appointment,   asked  Commissioner 
Mayes   to  preside  at  an   executive  session  in  which   the  matter  could 
be  explored.      Whereupon   the  audience  was  asked   to  leave  and   the 
Commission  went  into  executive  session.

Report  on   28th  Annual   Art  Festival 

This   year's  San  Francisco  Art  Festival   was   among   the  largest  and 
most  widely  attended  exhibition  since  its   inception  in  1946. 
Civic  Center  Plaza,   bordered  by  Larkin,    Grove,   Polk  and  McAllister 
Streets,    comfortably  held  1200  artists  and   their  works  and  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday   thousands  of  visitors .      From  opening  day  on 
September  18,    the   estimated  attendance  was   300,000.      I  have  fre- 
quently been   told  by  pleased  viewers   that   "it  was  pleasant   to  see 
the  entire  show  in  cool  weather". 

Plastic  covers  for  the  works  were  prepared  to  present  damage  if 
circumstances   demanded  it.      When   the  show  ended  on  September  22nd, 
total  Art  Festival   sales  had  soared   to   $100,000  while   $15,000  had 
been  awarded  in  Purchase  Prizes  by   the  City  and  Home  Savings  and 
Loan  Association.       (This  is   the  fourth  consecutive   year   that  Home 
Savings  &  Loan  has  contributed  their  support  in  the  amount  of  $10 ,000 .) 

A  list  of  prizewinners  and  persons  awarded   the  Certificate  of  Merit 
is  attached  hereto. 

It  is  no  wonder  that  a   Festival   of  this  magnitude  witnessed  great 
crowds.      From  late  springtime,   news  releases  were  continously  sent 
to  205  California   newspapers ,   as   well   as   local    television  and  radio 
stations.      We   appeared  seven   times  on  local   televeision  andKQED 
set   up  a   "Newsroom"   on   the  festival   grounds.  >  \ 

Present  at   the  opening  ceremony  at  noon,    Wednesday ,   were  Mayor  Joseph 
Alioto,   President  of  the  Commission   -  Harold  L.    Zellerbach, 
Commissioners  Ruth  Asawa,   Anita  Martinez,   Antonio  Sotomayor (all   mem- 
bers  of  the   Visual  Arts   Committee)    and  Commissioners  Daniel   Volkmann 
and  Edward  Callanan.      Also  present  at   the  opening  ceremony  was 
Felipe  Covarrubias ,    Director  of  the  Graphics  Department  in  Guadalajara, 
State  of  Jalisco,   Mexico  -  who  made   the   special    visit   to  arrange   the 
pavilion  for   the  artists  from  Guadalajara  and   to  study   the  Art  Festival 
as  a  model  for  his  city's  possible  adoption. 

Mayor  Alioto  presented  the  Art  Commission' s  Award  of  Honor   to   the  dis- 
tinguished architect,   Mr.  Mario  S.    Ciampi,    F.A.I. A. ,    urban  designer 
and  pioneer  in  our  city.      Mr.    Ciampi   was  also  awarded  a  one-man  show 
in   the  Art  Commission's   Capricorn  Asunder  Gallery,    in   conjunction 
with   the  Art  Festival.      The  Ciampi   show  has   received  a   warm  response 
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from  critics  and  artists  alike.      The  preview  party  was  a   success 
and  several   hundred  guests  attended   the  opening.      The  architect 
was  overwhelmed  by   compliments   from  friends  and  art  connoisseurs , 
and  as  much  by    the   general  public.      Mr.    Thomas  Mellon  and  other 
city  officials  attended   the   event. 

Enthusiastic  response  was  also  given   to  other  special   exhibits   of 
the  Art  Festival   —  among   them,    the  Mujeres  Muralistas    (a   joint 
project  of  three  artists)    -   a   three  dimensional   rhomboidal 
parallelogram  mural;      the  Mobius   Video  Pavilion  on   the  north  field 
presented  simultaneously   ten   television  performances  of  art   tapes; 
Three  Dimensional   Holograms   -  whose  open  air  setting  rendered  on 
a   device,   moving  portraiture  of  model   on   the  spot  by  means  of  a 
specially  invented  holographic  projector;      U .C. Extension  had  an 
interesting  structure  and  excellent  art  work. 

Despite   the  successes  of  these  special   exhibits ,    it  was  almost 
inevitable   that  an  outdoor  art  exhibition  of  this   size  should  have 
its  small   problems.      We  received   the  same  complaints   about  stolen 
works   -   three   —  one  which  was   devoid  of  fastening  brackets  as 
suggested  by  our  information  brochure. 

Last  year's   suggestions   for   the  1974  festival   were  applied  and 
improvements  were  satisfactory .      One  screening  day  was  held  for 
the  crafts  and  one  for  fine  art;      we  were  not  able   to  avoid  long 
waiting  periods   for   3000   to   4000  artists,    some  of  whom,   as  last 
year,    were  on   the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Art  Commission  long  be- 
fore the  10  o'clock  opening  time.      Roughly     10%  of  the  artists 
were  accepted. 

One  of  the  major  newspapers   finally  admitted   the  excellence  of  the 
exhibition  and  had  positive  criticism  for  it.      Generally,    all    the 
press   were  complimentary. 

Whatever  is   decided  for  future  festivals ,    we   cannot  overlook   the 
merits  of  this   year's  exhibition.      Much  of  its  success   is   directly 
related   to   the  support  and  encouragement  given  by  Mr.    Harold 
Zellerbach,    the  Art  Commission  and  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  -   to 
these  people  I  extend  my  deepest  appreciation.
